As  the  experienced  physician  in  making

Left  to  it¬ 
self,  bow  certainly  would  the  valuable  be 
overshadowed,  enfeebled  and  finally  rooted 
out  by  the  deleterious  growth ;  bat  the 
diligent  hand  of  the  gardener,  prevents 
the  evil,  and  carefully  eradicates  all  hurt 
ful  shoots,  while  he  arranges  and  nurses 
each  plant  till  the  promising  blossom  and 
the  ripening  fruit  reward  hia  patient 
labors." 

Hhe  continues  :  “  It  ia  even  so  with  the 
mind.  The  various  channels  which  con 
nect  it  with  the  material  and  active  world 
without,  are  so  many  broad  roads  for  the 
"ready  ingress  of  evil  from  ten  thousand 
sources,  along  with  the  good  that  flow*  in 
so  slowly  from  comparatively  few.

BASIS  OF  VALUATION. 

The  Newark  Daily  Adeertieer.  a  most 
ably  conducted  and  thoughtful  journal,  in 
ommenting  favorably  upon  our  discus¬ 
sions  on  the  subject  of  the  inequalities  of 
saments  and  taxation  justly  remarks, 
is  we  have,  indeed,  in  our  articlee,  that  the 
*nme  thing  exists  in  all  the  towns  and  all 
i  he  counties  in  the  State.  That  journal 
i  uskes  a  very  good  suggestion  in  regard  to 
i  he  standard  for  property  valuation*  for 
tax  purposes,  that  (Ac  assessor  thould  adopt 
t he  principle  of  valuation  ichich  Insurant* 
Campania*  adopt  in  making  loan*  on  mart 
i/ag*.  ThU  is,  we  believe,  s  low  appraise 
ment  of  cash  value.  On  their  valuation 
they  rarely  loan  40  per  cent. 

If  this  principle  were  rigidly  applied  by 
the  Assessor  to  all  properties  alike,  we 
rhoutd  hear  no  more  valid  complaints  a 
boat  inequality,  partiality  and  anfairnesa. 
The  revision  by  Town  Committees  would 
l>e  a  light  or  needless  labor,  and  the  adju¬ 
dication  of  cases  of  dissatisfied  tax  payers 
by  Commissioners  would  rarely  be  called 
lor. 

Beside*,  if  this  principle  were  adopted 
throughout  the  State,  and  faithfully  prac 
tiaed,  the  tax  burden,  as  it  respects  land 
ed  property  would  then  be  uniform  and 
t  quitable  in  every  part  of  the  State,  and 
New  Jerney  Justice’'  would  earn  a  title 
to  new  lnnrels  for  ita  inflexibility  for  the 
right.

In  this  respect  Belle 
rille  must  be  admitted  to  be  behind  the 
times.  But  the  knows  how  to  appreciate 
this  necessity,  aa  Washington  Avenue 
proves,  and  will  doubtless  adopt  some  sys¬ 
tem  by  which  the  work  tnsy  be  commenced 
at  no  very  distant  day.  They  should 
counsel  with  Mr.  James  Hughes,  or  some 
other  competent  cirlt  engineer  on  this 
subject. 

It  has  sometimes  been  said  that  this  vil¬ 
lage  is  backward  and  destitute  of  enter 
prise  and  energy.  It  is  to  be  confessed 
that  there  has  rested  tome  stigma  upon 
the  name  in  association  with  this  charaac- 
ter.
